GREEK  COINS 

AND  THEIR  VALUES 


2nd  edition 

The  new  edition  of  this  catalogue,  a  companion  volume  to  Roman  Corns  and 
their  Values,  provides  the  collector  with  a  representative  listing  of  coins  from 
all  the  city  states  and  kingdoms  of  the  Hellenic  world,  including  the  series  of 
Greek  coins  struck  during  the  Roman  Imperial  period. 

Besides  the  list  of  coins  the  catalogue  has  notes  on  the  origin  of  Greek  coins 
and  on  the  principle  deities  and  personifications  portrayed.  There  are  details 
of  weight  standards  and  methods  of  dating,  a  table  of  ancient  alphabets  and 
18  maps;  3,163  coins  are  listed  and  illustrated  by  401  line  blocks  in  the  text, 
together  with  8  half-tone  plates,  224  pages. 

In  this  second  edition  400  additional  coins  are  listed,  including  pieces  from 
over  160  towns  not  previously  given;  315  extra  illustrations  in  the  text;  4 
additional  plates;  new  and  additional  maps. 
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silver,  which  were  common  metals  for  proofs  or  patterns  regardless  of  intended 
value,  it  appears  to  me  that  another  possibility  is  that  the  largest  piece  may  have 
been  intended  to  be  a  half-crown,  the  next  size  for  a  copper  halfpenny,  the  next  size 
for  a  shilling,  and  the  smallest  for  a  copper  farthing,  but  we  can  only  speculate. 

These  pieces  are  quite  unusual  among  tokens,  in  that  they  bear  the  bust  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  on  the  obverse  with  his  armorial  bearings  on  the  reverse,  and  it  was 
these  types  which  prompted  Sir  Joseph  Banks  to  warn  the  engraver,  John  Milton, 
not  to  permit  the  dies  to  be  put  into  use,  since  the  designs  so  nearly  resembled  the 
royal  arms  of  the  regal  coinage  as  to  risk  treason.  This  warning  put  a  stop  to  the 
plan  to  strike  and  circulate  the  tokens.  Matthew  Young  seems  to  have  made  a  few 
impressions  in  silver  and  pewter  from  the  dies,  to  be  presented  privately  to  friends, 
but  no  more  were  then  made  until  the  time  of  W.  J.  Taylor  a  half-century  later. 
W.  J.  Davis  states  that  the  Taylor  restrikes  can  be  distinguished  from  the  Young 
strikings  by  the  presence  of  a  flaw  below  the  bust  on  the  two  larger  pieces,  and  by 
the  restrikes  being  made  on  thicker  flans  than  the  originals. 

The  designs  of  the  four  pieces  are  approximately  the  same,  having  the  bust  of 
the  Prince  of  Wales  on  the  obverse,  and  his  arms  on  the  reverse,  distinguished  from 
the  royal  arms  of  George  III  by  the  label  of  difference  on  the  English  shield.  I 
question  if  this  is  strictly  correct  according  to  heraldic  rules,  to  difference  only  the 
English  shield  while  leaving  the  other  three  undifferenced.  Of  course  the  con¬ 
ventional  display  of  arms  is  on  a  single  shield,  with  the  arms  of  England,  Scotland, 
France  and  Hanover  quarterly,  with  a  label  of  three  points  in  chief  (over  both  the  first 
and  second  grand  quarters).  Oddly  neither  Boyne  nor  Davis  in  their  descriptions  of 
the  pieces  took  notice  that  the  arms  on  the  smallest  piece  are  marshalled  wrong, 
with  Hanover  in  the  second  quarter  instead  of  France,  which  is  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  obverse  legends  of  the  halfcrown,  18-pence,  and  sixpence  are  the  same, 
GEORGIYS  •  p  •  s  •  s  •  c  •  D  •  1799,  except  that  the  legend  on  the  sixpence  lacks  the  stop 
before  the  date.  The  obverse  legend  of  the  shilling  reads  georgivs  -  g-  p-  S'S-C'D 
•  1799,  and  Boyne  interpreted  the  added  “  G  ”  as  Gallite.  The  shilling  piece  has  the 
reverse  legend  regni  scoTii?.  senes  callvs,  and  the  other  three  pieces  have  the  legend 
BR  •  L  •  PR  •  E  REG  •  SC  •  PR  ET  '  SEN  COR  •  DUX.  The  obverse  legend  is  read  as  Georgius 
Princeps,  Senescallus  Scotice,  Cornubice  Dtix^  and  continues  on  the  reverse  as  Bruns- 
vicensis  Lunenburgensis  Princips  et  Regni  Scotice  Princips  et  Senescallus,  Cornubice  Dux. 
This  is  translated  as  Prince  George,  Steward  of  Scotland,  Duke  of  Cornwall,  Prince  of 
Brunswick  and  Lunenburg,  Prince  and  Stezvard  of  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  Duke  of 
Cornwall. 

The  reverses  of  all  denominations  are  similar  in  type,  having  the  four  shields  of 
arms  arranged  crosswise,  with  the  plumes  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  between  adjacent 
shields,  and  with  the  emblem  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter  in  the  centre.  The  position 
of  the  George-and-Dragon  orients  the  reverse,  so  that  the  shield  of  England,  bearing 
the  label,  is  at  the  top.  I  have  already  commented  on  the  misplacement  of  the 
Hanoverian  and  French  arms  on  the  sixpence. 

There  appear  to  be  at  least  two  reverse  dies  for  the  18-pence  (or  halfpenny  piece), 
as  noted  by  W.  J.  Davis.  On  one,  the  lower  point  of  the  Hanoverian  shield  points 
to  the  I  of  HONi  on  the  Garter,  and  on  the  other  this  point  is  over  the  space  between 
the  words  honi  and  son  on  the  Garter.  Also  on  the  first  mentioned,  the  point  of 
the  Irish  shield  rests  on  the  Garter,  while  on  the  second  the  Garter  rests  on  the  point 
of  the  Irish  shield.  The  punches  for  the  letters  of  the  reverse  legends  of  the  two  die 
varieties  are  also  considerably  different  with  respect  to  the  form  of  the  serifs  and  the 
shapes  of  some  of  the  letters,  particularly  the  r’s  and  p’s.  These  die  differences  are 
hardly  observable  in  the  accompanying  illustrations,  but  are  easily  to  be  seen  on  the 
coins  themselves. 
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According  to  Davis,  the  halfcrown  is  known  in  silver,  gold,  copper  and  white 
metal  (pewter).  The  18-pence  is  known  in  silver,  gold,  copper  and  white  metal, 
and  a  pewter  trial-piece  for  the  obverse  die  is  known,  lacking  the  signature  of  Milton 
beneath  the  bust,  and  having  a  plain  line  border  rather  than  the  normal  toothed 
border.  The  sixpence  is  listed  in  silver,  gold,  copper  and  white  metal,  but  the 
shilling  is  listed  only  in  silver.  Davis  stated  that  the  gold  pieces  are  even  more 
recent  than  the  time  of  Taylor,  but  he  does  not  elaborate  on  this  statement.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  who  came  into  possession  of  the  dies  after  Taylor,  but 
I  do  not  have  that  information. 

There  are  mules  of  the  obverse  of  the  18-pence  piece  with  at  least  two  18th 
century  copper  tokens  engraved  by  Milton,  one  of  them  for  Fullarton  (according  to 
Sharp’s  Chetwynd  catalogue). 

At  this  late  date,  167  years  after  these  token  patterns  were  first  struck  by  Young, 
we  cannot  say  what  Fullarton  had  in  mind  by  them.  He  is  said  to  have  had  the 
consent  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  issue  them  in  Scotland,  and  perhaps  he  was  trying 
to  arrogate  to  the  Prince  a  coinage  inferior  only  to  that  of  the  King.  After  all,  the 
Prince  had  held  the  throne  twdce  before  as  Regent,  in  1765  and  again  in  1788,  during 
the  disability  of  the  King,  before  finishing  out  the  reign  from  1810  until  the  King’s 
death  in  1820.  Perhaps  Fullarton  felt  that  the  Prince  should  at  least  have  a  coinage 
as  Prince  and  Seneschal  (Steward)  of  Scotland.  A  little  more  than  a  century  later, 
Reginald  Huth  had  a  remarkable  series  of  patterns  made  for  various  anomalous  or 
fictitious  situations,  such  as  patterns  for  Isabella  II  of  Spain;  or  Maria  Cristina  as 
Regent  of  Spain;  of  Alfonso  XIII  of  Spain;  of  Ranavolo  III  of  Madagascar;  of 
Liliuokalani  of  Hawaii ;  of  Kaiulani  of  Hawaii ;  and  patterns  for  such-  unusual  deno¬ 
minations  as  three  shillings  for  Victoria  as  Queen  of  Ireland  and  of  four  shillings  and 
of  eight  pence  for  George  V. 

At  any  rate,  these  Fullarton  token  patterns  form  a  most  interesting  group  of 
coins,  are  quite  attractive,  and  have  an  interesting  history.  While  the  earliest 
impressions  made  by  Young  seem  to  be  quite  rare,  the  later  restrikes  do  appear  on 
the  market  from  time  to  time,  and  would  form  a  nice  addition  to  an  English  collection. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  librarian  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  for 
photoprints  of  significant  parts  of  the  Sharp  catalogue  of  the  Chetwynd  Collection.

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MY  COINS  TELL  THEIR  STORIES. 

1.  THE  xMILITARY  GUINEA.

I  have  been  collecting  coins  for  many  years  but  will  never  become  a  Numismatist 
— who  is  supposed  to  be  a  person  who  studies  the  science  of  coins.  To  me  a  coin 
is  not  a  piece  of  stamped  metal  money,  but  a  “  Story-Teller  ”  which  lets  me  delve 
into  the  how  and  why  it  was  issued.  The  how  and  why  of  the  last  Guinea  of  George 
HI  has  always  been  exciting  to  me. 
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The  model  for  the  head  by  Nathaniel  Marchand  was  already  approved  by  Royal 
Order  in  1803.  It  is  a  complete  departure  from  the  Rococo  style  of  large  wigs  and 
long  hair.  The  king  is  shown  as  a  Roman  Imperator  with  short  hair  and  bare  neck, 
laureated.  On  the  reverse  the  small,  angular  shield  does  not  show  the  arms  of 
France  any  more;  it  was  never  to  be  put  on  English  coins  again.  The  legend  now 
reads  clearly:  britanniarum  rex  fidei  defensor;  and  all  the  conglomerate  of  letters 
which  say  so  much  and  mean  so  little  have  disappeared.  The  escutcheon  shows 
the  arms  of  Hanover,  Brunswick  and  Luneburg  and  is  capped  with  the  cap  of  the 
Elector. 

In  1813  gold  coins  were  urgently  needed  to  carry  on  the  war  in  France  and  after 
an  interval  of  14  years  guineas  were  coined  again  to  the  value  of  /^380,000.  After 
twenty  years  of  war  no  gold  was  available  in  England  and  the  Commissary  in  Chief 
had  to  bring  over  from  India  gold  mohur  and  pagoda  coins. 

But  why  is  the  last  of  our  guineas  called  the  “  Military  ”  Guinea  ?  The  gold 
guineas  had  to  buy  soldiers  and  the  “  Landesvater  ”  of  the  tiny  German  duchies 
went  into  business  again  and  sold  their  “  Treue  Krieger  ”  at  a  flat  rate  of  ;(^1 1  2s.  each! 
The  “  Landeskinder  ”  of  Lippe-Detmold  and  Hesse-Nassau,  Oldenburg  and  Anhalt- 
Dessau  marched  and  died  in  the  young  independent  America,  in  Portugal,  Spain, 
in  Belgium  and  France.  Their  life  was  not  of  much  value,  but  their  services  could 
not  be  bought  with  the  new  English  paper  money  or  overstruck  Spanish  dollars. 
So  it  had  to  be  gold,  the  Military  Guinea! 

But  listen  to  what  my  Military  Guinea  told  me  the  other  day  of  its  last  adventure : 

“At  last  there  was  peace  again  in  Europe.  Napoleon  was  banished  to  Elba  after 
his  defeat  in  the  ‘  Battle  of  the  Nations  ’  at  Leipzig  in  Saxony.  To  sweeten  the  pill 
he  was  allowed  to  call  himself  ‘  King  of  Elba  ’  and  to  take  with  him  some  of  his  old 
soldiers  who  were  used  to  following  him  anywhere  anyway.  Nothing  was  wrong 
with  this,  but  the  oversight  to  leave  a  few  old  ships  in  Elba  harbour  did  cost  the 
lives  of  some  thirty  thousand  brave  soldiers  some  months  later! 

In  March  1815  the  Austrian  Consul  in  Genoa  sent  a  message  to  Prince  Metter- 
nich:  ‘  Napoleon  missing  from  Elba,  will  try  to  reach  Switzerland.’  The  Congress 
of  Vienna  did  not  dance  any  longer.  The  music  stopped,  the  arguing  came  to  an 
end,  the  gentlemen  drew  their  swords,  rushed  to  their  regiments. 

In  the  Belgian  villages  the  English,  Netherland  and  Hanoverian  armies  under 
Wellington  waited  patiently.  One  of  the  blessings  of  the  Guinea  was  that  the 
German  troops  could  buy  8  bottles  of  champagne  with  it.  The  English  troops — 
as  always — grumbled  over  too  much  drill  and  too  little  pay.  Foreign  troops  out¬ 
numbered  the  British  by  more  than  two  to  one,  but  their  quality  was  poor  compared 
with  the  British  redcoats.  On  Wellington’s  left  flank  Bliicher’s  Prussians  had  taken 
up  positions.  Austrian  troops  had  already  reached  the  Rhine,  and  across  Germany 
slow,  heavy,  irresistible  Russian  regiment  after  regiment  marched  towards  the  West. 
Buonaparte  sees  the  danger  immediately.  No  time  is  left!  No  waiting  allowed! 
He  must  attack  and  crush  them  singly,  before  they  form  a  European  Army.  Every 
hour  now  counts. 

On  the  15th  of  June,  1815,  the  Grande  Armee  is  crossing'the  new  frontier  with  the 
Netherlands  at  Charleroi.  The  next  day  they  overrun  the  Prussians  at  Ligny! 
But  Bliicher  is  not  always  ‘  Marschal  Vorwarts,’  though  severely  mauled  he  retreats 
skilfully  towards  Brussels.  Napoleon  gives  no  rest,  on  the  17th  of  June  he  attacks 
Wellington’s  positions  at  Quatre  Bras.  French  Cuirassiers  and  Dragoons  hack, 
kick,  cut,  wheel,  beat  into  Scottish  troops.  Polish  Lancers  of  the  Guard  try  vainly  to 
get  round  the  redcoats’  short  line  to  roll  them  up  from  the  rear.  Now  Wellington  must 
retreat  as  well,  he  cannot  risk  to  be  cut-off  from  Bliicher’s  forces  completely  and  . . . 
where  is  Bliicher  anyway!  Nobody  seems  to  know!  In  pouring  rain,  with  no 
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visibility,  they  struggle  back  through  spongy  mud,  red  column  behind  red  column, 
towards  Brussels,  with  the  French  close  at  their  heels.  ‘  They  will  say  in  England 
that  we  have  been  licked,  well,  I  can’t  help  that  ’  says  the  Duke.  Short  of  Waterloo 
Village  on  a  ridge  just  behind  an  easy  slope  along  the  hamlets  of  Braine — La  Haye 
Sante — Hougoment — La  Belle  Alliance,  Wellington  entrenches  his  troops.  Napoleon 
has  made  a  mistake  the  day  before.  His  deadly  mistake,  as  it  turned  out  to  be. 
He  sends  twenty  thousand  men  under  the  command  of  Marshal  Grouchy  to  pursue 
the  Prussian  army,  to  find  Bliicher,  to  engage  him  without  dealy,  to  destroy  him 
and  to  prevent  at  all  costs  their  unification  with  Wellington’s  positions. 


Grouchy  is  marching  off  in  floods  of  rain,  icy  storms,  misty  fog  in  the  direction 
he  thinks  Bliicher  has  retreated— towards  Gembloux.  But  Bliicher,  the  old  fox, 
marched  first  straight  on  to  Wavre,  and,  making  a  sharp  left  turn,  alters  his  position 
towards  Waterloo! 

Sunday  morning,  the  18th  of  June,  1815! 

The  morning  sky  is  clearing  now  on  this  fateful  day.  The  Duke  shelters  behind 
the  crest.  In  his  blue  frock-coat,  cocked  hat  with  the  black  cockade  of  England 
superimposed  over  the  colours  of  Spain,  Portugal,  and  the  Netherlands,  he  is 
everywhere.  He  has  a  motley  60,000  men  with  160  guns  against  Napoleon  s 
70,000  seasoned  soldiers  and  270  guns. 
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Wellington  is  waiting,  leaving  it  to  the  Emperor  to  make  the  first  move,  awaits  a 
skilful  manoeuvre,  perhaps  an  attempt  to  dislodge  his  long  line.  But  Napoleon  is 
not  manoeuvering  at  all,  he  just  moves  forward,  straight  forward  in  the  centre,  his 
infantry  attack  to  break  through  the  line  at  all  costs.  Wellington’s  soldiers  drive 
olf  the  French  with  long  deferred  volleys  and  with  their  souvenirs  from  Bayonne — 
their  bayonets.  Now  the  French  cavalry  under  Marshal  Ney,  ‘  le  brave  des  braves  ’ 
attack  in  one  terrible  death  charge  up  the  slope.  The  British  form  carrees,  three 
rows  deep,  officers  behind,  shouting  constantly  ‘  Fire!  ’,  in  the  centre  the  ensigns 
with  the  waving,  tattered  colours,  erect,  correct,  as  they  learned  to  stand  on  the 
barrack  square.  They  are  hit,  they  fall,  they  die,  others  take  up  the  colours  as  their 
tradition  demands  and  die  as  well.  Their  commander  on  horseback,  gallops,  gives 
orders,  falls  mortally  wounded. 

Ten  thousand  Dragoons,  Lancers,  Cuirassiers,  Hussars,  the  entire  Imperial 
cavalry  thunder  up  the  hill,  break  into  the  red  squares,  chop  down  the  British 
gunners,  cut  to  pieces  the  infantry.  The  strength  of  Wellington’s  troops  comes  to 
an  end,  but  the  redcoats  give  no  ground,  stand  fast,  shoot,  stab  their  bayonets  into 
the  horses,  butcher  the  horseless  horsemen.  The  Duke,  riding  as  usual  his  chestnut 
‘  Copenhagen,’  gallops  from  carree  to  carree,  rousing,  cheering,  shouting,  encouraging, 
enlivening,  cursing — and  where  the  Duke  is  the  English  stay  put.  Now  the  tide 
of  the  French  riders  is  ebbing  down  the  slope  for  regrouping.  Wellington  sees  his 
chance.  He  orders  the  Life  Guards  to  follow  and  to  charge.  When  what  is  left 
of  them  return,  they  are  greeted  by  the  Duke,  raising  his  cocked  hat:  ‘  Gentlemen 
you  have  kept  up  the  honour  of  the  Household  Troops.  England  thanks  you!  ’ 

Now  Napoleon  throws  his  last  reserve  into  battle,  three  divisions  of  the  Guard. 
Here  they  come,  the  roaring  battle  cry  of  the  Grande  Armee  fills  the  air,  ‘  Vive 
I’Empereur!  ’  Incessant,  steady,  heavy,  Napoleon’s  pride,  his  invincible  Old 
Guard  is  storming  forward.  Their  eagles  fly  defiantly,  tall  bearskins  charge  behind 
six  generals,  behind  Marshal  Ney,  on  foot  now — six  horses  already  killed  under 
him — with  drawn  swords.  Nothing  can  hold  back  the  lions  of  Austerlitz,  Friedland 
and  Eylau,  the  heroes  of  Jena,  Wagram  and  Borodino. 

Suddenly  fusilier-fire  from  the  direction  of  Papelotte.  ‘  Enfin  Grouchy 
retourne!  ’  At  last  Grouchy  comes  back!  Now  Napoleon  can  pin  the  laurel  of 
victory  on  his  eagles!  Fresh  troops  break  out  of  the  woodland  with  ‘  Hurrah!  ’ 
These  are  not  Grouchy’s  troops,  they  are  the  spearhead  of  Bliicher’s  Prussians. 
The  Duke  seizes  the  situation.  He  gives  orders  to  hold  back  the  musket-fire  until 
the  last  minute,  then  he  commands :  ‘  Musketeers,  now’s  your  time,  let  them  have 
everything!  ’  The  Emperor’s  Guard  waver  for  one  short  moment,  is  breaking  ranks, 
and  there  they  come  on  the  French  right  flank,  Prussian  cavalry  with  drawn  sabres, 
piercing  lances,  cutting  swords,  charging  the  Old  Guard. 

The  Duke,  now  bare-headed  is  pointing  towards  the  French,  he  commands: 

‘  Forward,  right  ahead!  ’  And  what  is  left  of  the  redcoats  understand,  with  their 
last  energies  they  stagger  forward,  charge,  run,  shoot,  limp  into  the  receding,  yielding, 
depleted,  falling-back  Old  Guard.  The  remnants  of  the  33rd  Foot  rush  forward, 
pass  the  Duke.  One  Ensign  with  the  torn  pieces  of  the  colours  of  the  33rd  shouts : 

‘  Forward  men,  your  Colonel  is  with  you!  ’  Now  he  falls  forward,  mortally 
wounded.  The  colours  of  the  33rd  are  picked  up,  fly  forward!  And  suddenly 
the  shouts  yell  out,  the  deadly  ‘  Sauve  qui  peut!  ’  from  a  thousand  lips.  And  now 
there  is  no  Grande  Armee  any  more,  only  a  frightened,  destroyed,  smashed,  fleeing 
horde  of  fear.  Everything  is  lost,  150  cannons,  two  eagles,  Napoleon’s  carriage, 
the  army  treasures  captured!  The  smoke  drifts  away,  it  is  evening,  quite  quiet. 
For  the  Emperor  everything  is  at  an  end. 
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Wellington  meets  Bliicher  in  the  road.  He  is  tottering  on  his  horse,  embraces 
the  Duke,  exclaims:  ‘Mein  lieber  Kamerad,  mein  lieber  Kamerad.’  And  in  his 
best  French,  the  only  two  words  he  knows:  ‘  Quelle  affaire,  quelle  affaire,’  Then 
he  notices  the  signpost,  shattered,  torn :  ‘A  La  Belle  Alliance  ’  on  the  dairy  farm, 
filled  with  wounded,  dying  soldiers  and  says :  ‘  Belle  Alliance,  quelle  affaire.  Belle 
Alliance.’ 

After  the  meeting  the  Duke  rides  slowly  back  to  Waterloo.  He  writes  his 
despatch  to  London:  ‘  The  finger  of  Providence  was  upon  me  and  I  escaped  unhurt.’ 

Later  he  sits  down  for  dinner  in  the  mess.  The  table  is  laid  as  usual  for  all  the 
staff  officers.  There  are  many  empty  places.  Too  many.  Wellington  is  looking 
constantly  at  the  door,  but  all  officers  who  are  still  alive  are  present.  The  Duke 
cannot  eat.  He  retires,  asks  for  the  casualty  returns.  Now  he  reads  them,  breaks 
down:  ‘  The  hand  of  God  has  been  over  me.’ 

He  reads  again:  ‘  Sir  Thomas  Picton,  The  Duke  of  Brunswick,  Ponsonby, 
de  Lancey,  Elley,  Sir  Alexander  Gordon  .  .  .’  ‘  My  God,  this  is  worse  than 

Bajadoz.’  Now  he  murmurs  the  motto  of  his  family — Virtutis  For  tuna  Comes. 
He  knows  only  too  well  the  truth  of  it:  ‘  Fortune  is  the  Companion  of  Valour  ’.” 

You  will  wonder  how  my  Guinea  does  know  all  this.  But  it  was  in  the  midst 
of  the  fighting,  with  a  volunteer  of  the  Koniglich  Deutsche  Legion,  the  King’s 
German  Legion.  Somebody  picked  it  up  in  the  trampled-down  cornfield.  Mud 
and  blood  had  to  be  chipped  off  the  coin. 

My  Guinea  is  now  discoloured,  scratched,  bent.  No  coin  collector  will  call  its 
condition  “  extremely  fine,”  but,  you  will  agree,  an  extremely  fine,  storyteller  my 
Military  Guinea  is. 

THE  FOUNDATION  OF  VALLETTA. 

ITS  COINS  AND  MEDALS.

When  in  1530  the  Maltese  Islands  were  donated  by  Emperor  Charles  V  to  the 
Order  of  Saint  John  of  Jerusalem,  the  members  of  the  Convent  were  very  disappointed 
to  find  that  the  Island  of  Malta  was  nothing  else  but  an  arid  defenceless  rock.^ 
Mdina,  the  capital  at  the  time,  lay  several  miles  inland.  Being  a  maritime  as  well  as 
a  military  Order,  the  Knights  preferred  to  settle  in  Birgu  which  was  situated  close 
to  the  sea  and  on  a  promontory  of  the  Grand  Harbour  the  main  port  of  the  island. 
In  Birgu  they  built  a  Conventual  church,  auberges  and,  most  important  of  all,  an 
arsenal  for  their  fleet.-  In  1541  Grandmaster  Jean  d’Omedes  (1536-1553),  fearing 
a  Turkish  attack,  requested  the  Emperor  to  send  one  of  his  military  engineers  to 
assist  the  Order  in  strengthening  the  defences  of  the  island.  Antonio  Ferramolino 
from  Bergamo,  who  was  eventually  sent  to  help,  suggested  that  both  Birgu  and  the 
fort  of  St.  Angelo  should  be  evacuated  and  the  Convent  moved  to  Mount  Xiberras 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Grand  Harbour.^  But  this  first  suggestion,  that  a  town  on 
the  site  where  later  the  city  of  Valletta  had  to  be  built,  was  turned  down.  However, 
in  1552,  on  the  suggestion  of  Count  Strozzi,  the  Prior  of  Capua,  helped  by  the 
Spanish  engineer  Pietro  Pardo,  a  star-shaped  fort,  later  to  be  called  Fort  St.  Elmo, 
was  built  on  the  point  of  the  Xiberras  peninsula.  It  was  intended  to  protect  the 
Grand  Harbour  on  one  side  as  well  as  Marsamxett  harbour  on  the  other. ^ 

Fra  Jean  Parisot  de  La  Valette  (1557-1568)  was  elected  Grandmaster  of  the 
Order  in  August  1557.  At  the  time  of  his  election,  the  maritime  skill  of  the  Knights 
had  reached  a  very  high  standard  and  the  ships  of  the  Convent  had  become  a  constant 
and  efficient  enemy  of  Turkish  ships  and  corsairs  plying  the  Mediterranean.  On  the 
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Other  hand  Sultan  Soleiman  wanted  to  extend  his  conquests  into  Europe  and  Malta 
was  in  a  strategic  position.  If  he  could  conquer  the  little  island  it  would  then  be 
easy  to  invade  Sicily  and  Italy  and  later  cut  across  Hungary  and  Austria.’ 

The  capture  of  the  Grand  Galleon  belonging  to  the  chief  Eunach  of  the  Sultan’s 
Seraglio  was  taken  as  an  ultimate  provocation  and  a  personal  effrontery  and  insult. 
Soleiman  decided  to  crush  the  Order  of  Saint  John  once  and  for  all,  conquer  the 
island  of  Malta  and  later  to  march  through  Europe.*^ 

The  events  of  the  remarkable  Great  Siege  of  Malta  in  1565  have  been  related 
and  extolled  by  numerous  contemporary  historians  and  by  many  others  after  them. 
They  all  agree  that  it  was  mostly  due  to  La  Valette’s  great  ability  as  a  leader  and 
indomitable  courage  of  the  Knights  and  the  Maltese  that  the  Order,  with  a  garrison 
barely  9,000  strong,  emerged  victorious  over  a  Turkish  Army  of  50,000  men 
dedicated  to  die  for  the  cause  of  Islam.  “  Nothing  is  better  known  that  the  Siege 
of  Malta  ”  wrote  Voltaire. 

After  the  Great  Siege,  many  members  of  the  Order,  fearing  another  Turkish 
invasion,  were  in  favour  of  leaving  the  island  of  Malta  and  mmving  elsewhere  perhaps 
to  Sicily.  The  defences  of  the  island  were  battered,  some  destroyed  beyond 
recognition,  and  the  Treasury  was  depleted.  La  Valette  would  not  consent  to  leave 
his  beloved  island  and  it  was  mostly  through  his  insistency  and  inflexible  deter¬ 
mination  that  the  Order  did  not  leave  Malta.’ 

Once  it  was  decided  that  the  Knights  were  to  stay  on  the  Island,  it  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  build  a  new  city  which  would  house  the  Convent  and  which  would  be 
strong  enough  to  defy  any  other  Turkish  attack.  The  Siege  had  shown  the  Birgu, 
which  had  earned  the  name  Vittoriosa,  was  ill  suited  as  a  main  headquarters  of  the 
Convent.  The  suggestion  which  had  first  been  made  by  Ferramolino  and  later  by 
Count  Strozzi  and  others  was  decided  upon — the  new  city  was  to  be  built  on  Mount 
Xiberras.® 

Money,  of  course,  was  most  necessary  to  carry  out  such  a  project.  Appeals  for 
funds  made  to  the  Christian  Princes  of  Europe  were  successful.  The  Pope  contri¬ 
buted  15,000  crowns,  Charles  IX  of  France  140,000  livres,  Philip  II  of  Spain 
90,000  livres  and  Don  Sebastian  of  Portugal  30,000  crusadoes.  A  loan  of  50,000 
scudi  was  also  obtained  from  Palermo.® 

The  money  contributed  was  not  enough  for  such  a  project.  The  members  of 
the  Order,  finally  convinced  that  the  Order  would  not  leave  the  island,  came  forward 
to  help  by  contributing  from  personal  funds.  The  Maltese  population  also  helped 
by  submitting  willingly  to  an  increased  taxation  on  imported  wheat  and  wine.  The 
money  accruing  from  this  taxation  was  to  go  towards  the  building  of  the  new  city.^® 

The  Grandmaster  had  requested  Pope  Pius  IV  to  send  him  a  military  engineer 
to  help  him  in  the  plans  of  the  new  city.  Francesco  Lapparelli,  an  engineer  of  wide 
experience  and  the  Vatican’s  chief  engineer,  was  chosen  for  this  post.  Within  three 
days  of  his  arrival  in  Malta,  he  had  his  plans  for  the  new  city  on  Mount  Xiberras 
ready  for  the  approval  of  the  Council.  He  was  assisted  by  the  Maltese  architect, 
Gerolamo  Cassar.  Gabrio  Serbelloni,  the  eminent  architect  who  had  also  been  sent 
by  Philip  II  of  Spain,  supported  Laparelli’s  plans  and  it  was  perhaps  due  to  the  support 
of  such  an  eminent  architect  that  these  were  finally  approved.^^ 

At  last,  on  the  28th  March,  1666,  to  the  great  joy  of  the  Order  and  the  Maltese, 
the  foundation  stone  of  Valletta — Humillima  Civitas  Vallettae^- — was  laid.  Several 
gold,  silver  and  bronze  medals,  commemorating  the  building  of  the  new  city,  bearing 
the  bust  of  La  Valette  on  the  obverse  and  the  plans  of  the  new  city  on  the  reverse, 
were  deposited  beneath  the  foundation  stone.  The  exact  locality  of  the  foundation 
stone  is  unknown. 
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The  medals  commemorating  the  building  of  the  new  city  and  which  are  found 
in  the  numismatic  collection  of  the  Malta  National  Museum  are  either  bronze  or 
silver.  As  far  as  it  is  known  no  gold  medals  to  commemorate  this  occasion  have  been 
found  by  collectors. 


ONIS,”  “his  ordinem  insulam  novam  urbem,”  “turcicae.  obsidionis.  perpetuo. 
PROPUGNACULO.”  All  these  medals  which  vary  in  size  from  58  mm  to  36  mm,  have 
the  bust  of  Grandmaster  La  Valette  wearing  armour  on  the  obverse.  Their  reverse 
varies.  Most  of  them  bear  the  plans  of  the  new  city.  Others,  a  map  of  the  island, 
a  club  erect  in  pale  surmounted  by  an  eye  and  one  depicts  the  fleet  of  the  Order 
with  soldiers  landing,  one  of  whom  holds  the  trunk  of  an  elephant  with  a  tower  on 
its  back  and  a  warrior  aiming  an  arrow.  Only  one  type  bears  the  date  1568. 

When  the  building  of  Valletta  had  commenced,  about  8,000  labourers  were 
engaged  daily  to  work  on  the  bastions.  Their  daily  wages  amounted  to  2,000  crowns 
a  day,  a  considerable  amount  of  money  in  those  days.^^  In  1566  the  amount  of 
currency  in  circulation  on  the  island  was  not  enough  to  meet  the  demand.  Therefore 
the  Grandmaster  decreed  that  40,000  Scudi  worth  of  token  copper  coins  (4  and  2 
Tari  pieces)  be  struck. The  token  1  Tari  piece  was  also  struck  in  1566.  It  is 
thought  that  these  coins  were  to  be  redeemed  when  the  money  pledged  by  the 
Christian  Princes,  nobles  and  members  of  the  Order  was  paid.  This  was  never 
done  as  they  were  never  withdrawn  from  circulation  and  later  Grandmasters  minted 
more  such  coins  with  the  same  value.  All  these  thin  copper  coins  later  to  be  called 
“  Suwed  ”  (black  ones)  bear  the  legend  “  non  aes  sed  fides  ”  (Not  Money  But 
Trust).  The  inscription  “  sub  hoc  signo  militamus  ”  around  the  eight-pointed 
cross  of  the  Order  (cantoned  by  the  letters  f.io.d.v.)  appears  on  both  the  4  and  2 
Tari  pieces.  However,  there  are  two  obverse  types  on  the  1  Tari  piece.  One  bears 
the  arms  of  the  Grandmaster  and  of  the  Order  surrounded  by  the  inscription 
“  F.  lOANNES  DE.  VALETE.M.HO.H.”  whilst  the  second  variety  bears  the  head  of  the 
Baptist  surrounded  by  the  inscription  “  propter  veritatem  et  iusticia.”  All  these 
tokens  have*  the  same  reverse :  two  joined  hands  with  the  date  above  and  the  value 
T4,  T2  or  xx  below,  valette  or  vallette  surmounting  the  letter  m  appear  on 
certain  varieties  of  the  4  Tari  and  Tari  (xx  Grains)  pieces. 

Later  on  these  coins  caused  a  certain  amount  of  anxiety  because  they  were  not 
accepted  as  legal  tender  abroad  and  at  one  time  Sicily  refused  to  send  foodstuffs 
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unless  payment  was  made  in  silver d’  In  spite  of  all  this,  the  4  Tari  (locally  called 
Patakka),  the  2  Tari  (Nofs  Patakka)  and  the  1  Tari  (20  Grains)  were  very  popular 
among  the  Maltese  because  they  did  not  have  to  be  weighed  on  receipt  as  gold  and 
silver  coinsd®  Fortunately  enough  these  copper  coins  maintained  the  rate  and 
credit  of  the  Sicilian  4  and  2  Tari^®  until  the  time  of  Grandmaster  Jean  Paul  Lascaris 
(1636-1657). 

This  year  being  the  IV  Centenary  of  the  foundation  of  Valletta  by  Grandmaster 
Jean  Parisot  de  La  Valette,  the  Maltese  Association  of  the  Knights  of  Malta  has 
minted  a  gold  medal  to  commemorate  the  historic  event.  The  purpose  of  this 
medal  is  not  only  commemorative  but  also  to  raise  funds  for  welfare  work  in 
accordance  with  the  traditions  of  the  Order.  The  whole  proceeds  from  this  minting 
will  be  devoted  mainly  for  the  foundation  of  a  Blood  Bank,  so  far  inexistent  in  Malta, 
and  for  other  charitable  works. 


The  issue  is  limited  to  20,000  pieces  and  the  dies  were  destroyed  in  the  presence 
of  a  notary  public  and  a  representative  of  the  Maltese  Association  of  the  Knights  of 
Malta.

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

George  V  Obverse  Dies.  I  was  interested  in  the  article  “  Some  Notes  on  George  V 
Obverse  Dies  ”  by  K.  J.  Townsend,  in  the  March  Bulletin.  Being  a  collector  of  the  Regal 
Bronze  I  checked  up  on  my  coins  and  found  that  I  possess  the  halfpenny  dated  1911  referred 
to  in  column  B,  and  not  found  by  Mr.  Townsend.  I  enclose  a  rubbing  good  enough  to 
illustrate  the  point.  Although  the  coin  is  in  uncirculated  condition  it  can  be  seen  that 
Britannia’s  body,  the  upper  part,  and  even  the  drapery  from  the  right  arm,  is  not  fully  struck  up. 

I  have  never  seen  any  mention  in  print  of  the  fact  that  the  whole  of  the  series  from  1895 
to  1926  are  rarely  fully  struck  up  on  the  reverse, — G.  Reynolds. 

A  Chinese  Coin  Amulet;  a  reply  to  Lt.-Cdr.  Bowker.  Lt.-Cdr.  Bowker’s  letter 
(Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin,  March  1966)  raises  too  many  points  for  a  detailed  reply  to  be  given 
here,  however  I  gratefully  accept  his  suggestion  that  the  object  might  bettef  be  designated  a 
“  coin  amulet  ”  rhan  an  “  amuletic  coin.”  Nevertheless  Cdr.  Bowker  supposes  a  deeper 
distinction  between  Chinese  coins  and  amulets  than  actually  exists,  as  I  shall  hope  to  show  in  a 
future  paper.  There  were  indeed,  at  least  in  parts  of  south  China,  accepted  rituals  for  giving 
official  currency  talismanic  virtue  and  conversely  I  have  myself  seen  amulets  strung  indis¬ 
criminately  among  a  string  of  cash. 

Regarding  the  order  of  reading  the  characters,  Cdr.  Bowker  is,  of  course,  correct  in  saying 
that  inscriptions  on  coins  were  “  customarily  read  top,  bottom,  right,  left,”  but  there  are 
exceptions  and  particularly  is  this  so  on  amulets,  moreover,  the  characters  read  by  general 
consent  in  the  above  order  are,  if  only  very  rarely,  sometimes  better  read  in  another  order 
if  they  are  to  conform  with  more  usual  Chinese  syntax. 

I  cannot  accept  that  amulets,  although  not  perhaps  of  the  type  Cdr.  Bowker  has  in  mind, 
were  not  cast  in  government  mints.  There  seems  to  me  to  be  both  direct  and  indirect  evidence 
that  they  were  and,  in  the  Manchu  dynasty,  special  versions  of  coins  of  the  realm  were 
occasionally  cast  entirely  for  talismanic  purposes.  It  is,  of  course,  true  that  the  bulk  of  the 
amulets  with  which  one  meets  were  cast  by  non-governmental  organisations  as  Cdr.  Bowker 
rightly  says.  However  I  do  not  think  that  this  invalidates  my  claims  for  the  amulet  which 
I  published  here  in  November. 

Traditionally  all  such  amulets  have  been  accorded  a  place  in  Chinese  numismatics  and 
native  scholars  have  always  considered  them  a  legitimate  object  of  their  study.  It  would 
impoverish  the  field  of  numismatics  generally  if  they  were  to  be  rejected  by  western  scholarship 
to  meet  the  scruples  of  an  inappropriate  purism.  In  this  same  connection  Cdr.  Bowker 
quotes  the  work  of  the  modern  scholar  Wang  Yii-ch’iian  and  seems  to  suggest  that  the  author 
would  have  included  coin  amulets  in  his  Appendix  I  “  but  for  the  fact  that  practically  no 
Chinese  even  considered  them  to  be  money  in  the  true  sense.”  The  reasons  for  their  non¬ 
inclusion  there  are  less  hypothetical;  firstly  Wang  states  that  he  is  dealing  with  “objects 
which  have  been  regarded  as  money  or  media  of  exchange  ”  and  not  with  amulets  at  all  and 
secondly  he  is  dealing  with  the  period  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  beginning  of  the  Han 
dynasty  whereas  the  Taoist  type  amulet  certainly  did  not  originate  until  the  end  of  the  Han 
and  w'as  not  in  considerable  production  until  the  Sung  dynasty. 

Finally  Odr.  Bowker’s  suggestion  that  the  coin  amulet  I  illustrated  was  a  burial  piece  may 
well  be  correct  but  this  does  not  of  course  invalidate  anything  that  I  wrote  of  it.  The  custom 
of  putting  coins  in  tombs  became  fashionable  among  the  Chinese  in  the  2nd  century  b.c.  and 
both  pan-liang  and  wu-shu  coins  have  been  found  in  the  excavated  tombs  at  Loyang  (see 
Chung-kuo  t’ien  yeh  k'ao-ku  pao-kao  chi.  No.  6.  Peking  1959,  pp.  215  ff.).  Incidentally 
this  again  suggests  that  official  coins  were  being  considered  as  objects  of  talismanic  virtue 
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and  were  sometimes  taking  on  this  secondary  character.  Finally  such  a  custom  is  essentially 
Chinese  and  not  Tibetan  and  is  an  added  reason  for  rejecting  the  suggestion  that  this  coin 
amulet  is  Tibetan  and  not  Chinese  in  provenance. — F.  A.  Turk. 

Newstead  Hoard.  A  hoard  of  1,000  ancient  gold  coins  found  on  a  building  site 
near  Newstead  Abbey,  Nottinghamshire,  on  Wednesday  was  described  by  the  British  Museum 
yesterday  as  a  find  of  considerable  magnitude.  Sir  Mortimer  Wheeler,  the  archaeologist, 
said  last  night  that  the  discovery  of  the  coins,  which  were  turned  up  by  an  excavating  machine, 
was  “  remarkable,”  but  he  was  unable  yet  to  make  a  guess  at  their  value.  The  coins  are  of 
the  twelfth,  thirteenth,  and  fourteenth  centuries  {actually  fourteetith  and  fifteenth  century, 
zvith  some  Scottish  and  continental  pieces  included — Editor}.  Together  with  some  trinkets, 
they  w'ere  in  sandy  soil  near  a  footpath. 

After  the  discovery,  said  by  the  British  Museum  to  be  apparently  the  largest  of  its  kind 
since  a  similar  hoard  was  unearthed  in  Kent  in  1939,  the  finds  were  handed  to  the  police  at 
Mansfield.  They  called  in  the  local  museum  curator,  Mr.  W.  Daws.  He  said  yesterday 
that  he  would  not  argue  with  a  tentative  value  for  the  hoard  of  /^30,000  but  had  asked  police 
for  an  opinion.  After  conducting  an  acid  test  to  confirm  that  the  coins  were  gold,  he  said: 
“  I  could  not  believe  my  eyes.  This  sort  of  thing  happens  once  in  a  lifetime.” 

He  said  the  coins  appeared  to  be  nobles,  half-nobles  and  quarter-nobles  and  a  few  others 
he  could  not  clearly  identify.  Nobles  at  that  time  were  worth  about  6s.  8d.  Among  the 
trinkets  was  a  cross.  This,  Mr.  Daws  said,  had  a  stone  which  he  thought  was  a  ruby  and 
there  was  also  a  pearl  and  some  amethysts.  One  of  the  coins  bears  the  date  1 199  [ !  !  ! — Editor] 
and  has  a  Latin  inscription.  Also  found  with  the  coins  and  the  cross  W'ere  three  rings,  a  chain, 
a  brooch  and  a  clasp. 

The  British  Museum  said  yesterday:  “  The  coins  seem  to  be  early  examples  of  the  revival 
of  English  gold  coinage.  It  is  impossible  to  put  a  monetary  value  on  the  find.  The  fact  that 
so  many  have  been  found  may  in  itself  depress  the  value,  but  a  great  deal  depends  on  their 
condition.”  The  find  would  be  sent  to  the  British  Museum  for  examination  and  cataloguing 
and  if  it  was  declared  to  be  treasure  trove  the  museum  would  have  the  option  of  retaining 
all  or  part  of  the  collection. 

The  site  developers  said  the  coins  bore  traces  of  having  been  enclosed  in  a  canvas  or  leather 
bag  which  had  rotted  away. — The  Times,  March  25th,  1966. 
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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  16th 
February,  with  Mr.  Philip  Grierson,  President,  in  the 
Chair,  Mr.  Tony  Hackens  read  a  paper  on  “  The  Delos 
Excavations  and  the  Athenian  New  Style  Coinage.” 

The  historical  and  archaeological  evidence  for  Delos 
points  to  a  very  short  period  of  great  prosperity  from 
about  130  to  88  b.c.,  with  an  extension  to  69  b.c.  The 
excavations  of  the  French  School  of  Archaeology 
provide  a  substantial  number  of  hoards  of  Athenian  new 
style  silver  coins.  Miss  Thompson’s  chronology  of  the 
new  style  issues  suggests  that  the  hoards  were  concealed 
(with  a  few  exceptions)  at  the  very  beginning  of  the 
period  of  prosperity  in  Delos,  that  no  new  issues  of 
silver  coins  from  Athens  reached  Delos  between  111 
and  88  B.c.  when  building  and  commercial  activities 
were  flourishing. 

The  archaeological  evidence,  where  available,  shows 
that  some  of  the  hoards  were  concealed  in  great  haste, 
and  the  fact  that  at  least  eight  of  the  Delos  hoards  seem 
to  belong  to  the  same  period,  if  not  to  the  same  year, 
seems  to  require  some  general  reason  for  their  con¬ 
cealment.  On  the  basis  of  the  lower  chronology  suggested 
by  D.  M.  Lewis  a  more  likely  picture  emerges.  The 
petty  bronze  coinage  belonging  to  the  new  style  period 
is  well  represented  in  the  Delian  stray  flnds.  New  and 
careful  observation  of  find  circumstances  should  provide 
indications  for  the  detailed  chronology  of  the  series; 
at  the  moment  only  provisional  statistics  are  possible. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  on 
Tuesday,  February  22nd,  the  President  announced  the 
death  of  Commander  McCormick-Goodhart,  O.B.E. 

Two  papers  were  read.  The  first,  by  Mr.  Brand  was 
on  the  Mint  of  Rhuddlan  in  the  Short  Cross  period. 
This  paper  was  an  extension  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Dolley, 
who  had  divided  the  coins  into  6  classes.  These  coins 
were  from  irregular  dies,  and  the  question  arose,  “  why 
were  they  struck  ?  ” 

The  speaker  had  classified  the  coins  according  to 
5  main  classes,  and  11  groups.  Mr.  Brand  gave  the 


characteristics  of  these  classes,  and  discussed  the  distri¬ 
bution  according  to  the  moneyers.  After  mentioning 
the  dating  of  the  coins  from  hoard  evidence,  by  Mr. 
Dolley,  he  gave  the  dates  for  his  own  5  classes.  He 
concluded  by  saying  that  although  all  the  Rhuddlan 
pennies  had  not  been  recorded,  their  pattern  should  not 
be  disturbed  now. 

There  was  a  joint  exhibition  of  pennies  and  casts  of 
the  Rhuddlan  mint,  by  Mr.  A.  H.  F.  Baldwin,  Mr.  J.  D. 
Brand,  Air.  F.  Elmore  Jones,  and  Mr.  P.  Woodhead. 

The  other  paper,  by  Mr.  Woodhead,  was  on  the 
Renfrew  Hoard  of  1320.  The  hoard,  of  late  13th 
century  and  early  14th  centtury  sterlings,  was  found  in  a 
jug,  and  consisted  of  420  English,  151  Scotch,  53  Irish, 
and  one  continental  coin.  Mr.  Woodhead  spoke  chiefly 
of  the  English  coins,  saying  that  Mr.  Stewart  would  deal 
with  the  Scotch  coins  later.  He  compared  the  hoard 
with  several  other  contemporary  hoards,  and  said  that 
the  war  between  England  and  Scotland  had  not  affected 
the  movement  of  English  coins  into  Scotland. 

The  speaker’s  conclusions  were  as  follows: 

1.  The  hoard  was  deposited  in  mid.  1320. 

2.  The  hoard  consisted  of  2  parts,  a  savings  hoard  of 
1299,  and  a  currency  hoard  of  1320. 

3.  The  proportion  of  the  savings  to  the  currency  hoard 
was  11  to  1 . 

4.  The  Scottish  and  Irish  coins  were  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  hoard.  Therefore,  their  proportion  in  the 
whole  hoard  was  high. 

5.  Even  apart  from  this,  the  proportion  of  Scottish  coins 
was  high. 

6.  The  hoard  evidence  confirmed  the  views  of  Mr.  Blunt 
on  the  Berwick  mint. 

Bath  and  Bristol  Num.  Soc.  Since  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  present  year,  the  Society  has  held  three 
meetings  at  Bath.  On  January  the  7th,  following  his 
return  from  India,  Mr.  T.  R.  Hardaker  addressed  the 
Society  on  the  subject  of  “  Knowing  and  buying  Indian 
coins.”  The  speaker  said  that  his  interest  in  the  Indian 
coinage  had  been  aroused  while  he  had  been  teaching 
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in  India  some  eighteen  months  earlier,  and  although 
many  thought  Indian  coins  iminteresting  they  were  full 
of  history  and  well  worth  study.  Mr.  Hardaker  divided 
the  coinage  into  six  periods — ancient,  Bactrian, 
mediaeval,  early  Mohammedan,  native /British  issues, 
and  independent  issues — and  with  the  aid  of  drawings 
and  actual  specimens  gave  his  impressions  of  each 
period.  He  concluded  with  an  amusing  account  of  his 
searches  for  coins  in  back  streets  little  frequented  by 
Europeans  and  of  his  negotiations  with  Indian  antique 
dealers  and  silversmiths. 


The  annual  quiz  competition  for  the  F.  J.  Jeffery 
Trophy  between  the  Bath  and  Bristol  branches  of  the 
Society  took  place  on  February  the  4th.  The  Trophy, 
instituted  in  1964,  had  been  won  by  Bristol  in  1964  and 
1965,  but  on  this  occasion  Bath  defeated  their  opponents 
by  24  points  to  18.  Messrs.  K.  G.  Smith,  A.  C.  Griffin, 
T.  R.  Hardaker,  L.  E.  Smith,  E.  Deacon,  D.  Deacon 
and  L.  G.  Walker  formed  the  winning  team. 

A  successful  and  well-attended  auction  of  members’ 
dupheates  was  held  on  Adarch  the  4th  and  resulted  in  a 
gain  of  £3  11s.  for  Society  Funds. 


The  Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  The  Society  has 
continued  to  hold  its  fortnightly  meetings,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Christmas  period,  and  one  meeting 
unavoidably  cancelled  early  in  January  due  to  the  severe 
wintry  weather. 

On  6th  January,  Mrs.  J.  Done  gave  an  interesting 
talk  on  the  three  China  Wars  of  the  19th  Century, 
1842 — 1857 — 1900.  A  lot  of  research  had  been  carried 
out  by  Mrs.  Done  into  the  reasons  why  these  wars 
were  fought,  and  mention  of  the  atrocities  carried  out 
by  the  Chinese,  and  the  gallantry  of  the  British  (and 
later  Allied)  troops,  made  one  realise  that  “  cam¬ 
paigning  ”  in  those  days  really  was  a  “  do  or  die  ” 
business.  Many  excellent  examples  of  the  medals 
awarded  in  three  campaigns  were  on  display  to  illustrate 
the  talk,  including  the  1900  medal  with  the  rare  bar 
“  Defence  of  Legations.” 


The  3rd  February  was  a  “  brain-searching  ”  evening, 
when  Mr.  R.  Lamb  took  the  Chair  to  preside  over  a 
medal-quiz.  Some  rather  obtuse  questions  had  been 
prepared,  and  as  a  variation  from  straightforward 
questions,  some  of  the  queries  took  the  form  of  putting 
a  name  to  a  picture  (of  a  19th  century  General  for 
example).  Others  involved  the  identifying  of  medal 
ribbons,  and  most  of  the  members  learnt  a  little  from 
the  quiz.  Afterwards  members  showed  their  recent 
acouisitions,  one  of  the  most  interesting  being  displayed 
by^M  Minton,  and  consisting  of  a  group,  3  Great  War, 
Africa  G.S.  Nyasaland  1915,  Geo.  V  Jubilee,  Geo.  VI 
Coronation,  and  M.S.Al.  to  an  R.S.M.  of  1st  K.A.R. 
Also  on  show  was  a  decoration  awarded  by  the  President 
of  the  Republic  of  Liberia  to  Mr.  Harold  Gurden,  M.P., 
together  with  his  George  VI  Special  Constabulary  Long 
Service  Medal.

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  March 
16th  at  the  “  Cambridge  Inn,”  the  programme  for  the 
evSing  was  a  talk  on  “  The  Development  of  Modern 
British  Coinage,”  by  Peter  Davies.  Davies  pro 

ceeded  to  take  us  through  the  years  of  the  Modern 
Era  ”  illustrating  his  talk  with  various  very  fine  speci¬ 
mens  It  was  particularly  interesting  to  note  the 
important  part  played  by  Birmingham’s  own  Alatthew 
l^ulton  in  the  story  of  this  development,  and  many 
little-known  facts  on  the  evolution  of  our  coinage  were 
brought  to  light.  Such  was  the  interest  aroused  that  it 
was  decided  to  serialise  Mr.  Davies’  paper  in  future 
Sues  of  “  Cartwheel.”

Chelmsford  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  Collectors  from 
Brentwood  and  Braintree,  as  well  as  Chelrt^ford,  were 
present  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  25th  of  February  to 
eSore  the  possibilities  of  forming  a  Numismatic  Society 
in  the  Chelmsford  area.

Coventry  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  Alarch 
meeting  of  the  Coventry  and  District  Numismatic 
Society  was  held  on  the  4th.  There  was  an  auction  sale 
of  members’  duplicates  and  other  numismatic  material. 
There  was  a  total  of  138  lots  put  up  for  sale,  and  these 
fetched  a  total  of  over  ;C30,  only  five  lots  being  withdrawn 
unsold  owing  to  the  reserves  placed  upon  them. 

London  Num.  Club.  The  February  meeting,  held 
as  usual  at  the  St.  Brides  Institute,  was  devoted  to 
members’  own  contributions. 

First  on  the  list  was  Air.  D.  L.  F.  Sealy  who  exhibited 
a  wide  range  of  coins  to  illustrate  a  short  but  interesting 
talk  on  the  letter  B  as  applied  to  numismatics.  He 
mentioned  three  main  headings  (i)  names  and  places 
beginning  with  this  letter  such  as  Belgium,  Bolivia,  etc. 

(ii)  numismatic  terms,  e.g.  bawbee,  billon,  bracteate,  etc. 

(iii)  mint-marks  such  as  those  of  Vienna,  Budapest,  etc. 

He  was  followed  by  Mr.  R.  Seaman,  who  spoke  on 

the  subject  of  counterfeiting  under  Henry  I.  Contem¬ 
porary  documents  state  that  in  1125  nearly  all  the 
moneyers  of  that  time  were  convicted  for  counterfeiting 
the  current  penny  (type  XI)  and  that  they  ceased  to 
strike.  Nine  of  the  18  moneyers  known  to  have  struck 
this  issue,  however,  did  in  fact  continue  to  strike  after 
that  date  and  the  statement  is  therefore  open  to  con¬ 
siderable  doubt.  Mr.  Seaman  discussed  the  problem  in 
some  detail  on  the  basis  of  researches  he  has  made  and 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  moneyers  must  have 
opted  for  a  fine  in  lieu  of  physical  punishment  and  then 
continued  to  coin.  Certainly  a  number  of  them  operated 
in  the  new  mints  operated  in  1126. 

Two  members  exhibited  rare  ancient  coins:  Air.  A.  J. 
Minchin,  who  showed  a  beautiful  silver  drachm  of 
Larissa  dated  about  350  B.c.,  and  Air.  R.  N.  Bridge, 
who  exhibited  a  very  rare  Byzantine  solidus  of  the 
Consular  series  of  Heraclius.  He  discussed  the  pecu¬ 
liarities  of  the  issue  and  summarised  the  arguments  for 
attributing  the  piece  to  Alexandria  in  609  a.d. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  a  talk  by  Mr.  R.  N. 
Clarkson  on  symbolism  on  coinage. 


St.  Albans  &  Hertfordshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the 
February  meeting  Air.  J.  G.  Scott  read  a  paper  on 
“  French  Copper  Coins,”  covering  the  period  1577  to 
1921.  He  described  the  various  mints  used  and  illus¬ 
trated  his  talk  with  a  series  of  maps.  The  speaker 
illustrated  his  talk  with  over  one  hundred  copper  coins, 
tokens  and  jettons  from  his  collection. 

At  the  March  meeting.  Air.  P.  Cooper  gave  a  talk  on 
“  Serbian  Coins.”  He  described  the  conflict  of  the 
country  with  the  Turks  from  the  middle  ages  leading 
to  the  liberation  of  the  Serbs  from  Turkey  in  1804,  the 
reconquest  in  1813,  and  the  final  attainment  of  inde¬ 
pendence  in  1867.  The  speaker  illustrated  his  talk  with 
a  collection  of  coins  from  the  14th  century  up  to  the 
present  day.

Swindon  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  A  meeting  of  the 
Swindon  &  District  Numismatic  Society  was  held  on 
the  14th  March  1966,  at  the  R.A.F.A.  Club,  Bellvue 
Road.  The  President  opened  the  meeting  with  9 
members  and  two  visitors  being  present,  the  speaker  for 
this  evening  w'as  Dr.  Kraay  from  Oxford,  who  spoke  on 
“An  Introduction  to  Greek  Coinage.” 
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Dr.  Kraay  opened  by  comparing  Greek  coins  to 
modern  coins  and  Postage  stamps,  the  wealth  of 
information  and  historical  facts  they  convey,  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  explain  that  the  term  Greek  coins  covered  not 
only  Metropolitan  Greece  but  most  of  the  area  around 
Greece  whose  people  tended  to  copy  the  coins,  the 
period  covered  by  the  talk  and  slides  shown  was  600-300 
B.C.,  the  first  slide  was  a  silver  coin  of  Syracuse,'490  B.c., 
and  Dr.  Kraay  explained  that  however  far  the  coins 
travelled  they  never  lost  value  as  they  always  commanded 
silver  bullion  rates  at  least,  each  type  being  of  even 
weight.  Dating  of  these  examples  is  based  on  the 
artistic  style,  overstriking  or  design.  Most  coins  are 
silver,  as  gold  was  an  extremely  precious  metal,  but 
during  the  siege  of  Athens,  470  B.c.,  silver  became  scarce 
and  the  gold  ornaments  from  the  temples  were  melted 
down  to  make  quite  a  number  of  coins,  an  example  of 
an  event  dating  a  coin.  Alany  fine  examples  of  coins 
and  slides  were  showm,  and  the  details  of  design  and 
origin  most  ably  and  clearly  explained  by  Dr.  Kraay. 
Dr.  Kraay  then  explained  that  Alexander  the  Great 
w'as  perhaps  the  first  man  to  put  his  name  on  a  coin. 

The  meeting  closed  with  Dr.  Kraay  answering 
questions  and  displaying  a  fine  tray  of  electrotypes  of 
the  coins  previously  described  to  us.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on 
5th  Alarch,  the  President  announced  the  death  of  our 
eldest  member,  Mr.  A.  E.  Bagnall,  F.R.N.S.,  a  member 
of  the  Society  since  1939  and  our  President  in  1948-9. 
He  paid  tribute  to  Air.  Bagnall’s  contribution  to  the 
Society.  _  Air.  Digby  Firth  added  his  tribute  to  that  of 
the  President,  stating  that  the  science  of  numismatology 
had  most  certainly  lost  not  only  a  collector  of  great 


merit  and  profound  knowledge  of  its  many  branches, 
but  also  a  man  of  outstanding  kindliness  and  generosity 
to  the  Society. 

The  retiring  President,  the  Venerable  C.  O.  Ellison, 
B.Sc.,  then  invested  our  new  President,  Mr.  C.  D. 
North,  F.C.A.,  with  the  Presidential  Badge  of  Office. 

The  President,  Mr.  C.  D.  North,  presented  the 
Society’s  Silver  Medal  to  Miss  E.  J.  E.  Pirie,  and  to 
Archdeacon  Ellison,  for  their  services  to  the  Society 
and  numismatics.  Miss  Pirie,  although  a  member  for 
only  five  years,  has  performed  sterling  work  for  the 
Society  being  until  recently  editor  of  our  “  Transac¬ 
tions  she  also  organised  the  1965  B.A.N.S.  Congress 
in  Leeds,  and  is  at  present  editor  of  the  B.A.N.S. 
publication  “  Cunobelin.”  Archdeacon  Ellison  has 
been  a  member  for  twelve  years  and  has  served  on  the 
Council  and  as  President  for  the  past  two  years.  Both 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  awards. 

The  President  then  proceeded  to  give  his  Presidential 
Address.  He  stated  that  he  had  glanced  through 
Gibbon’s  “  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  ”  for 
references  to  the  coinages  of  that  age.  Apart  from  a  few 
to  the  pay  of  the  soldiers  and  the  transport  of  bullion 
for  this  purpose,  the  references  were  few  and  far 
between.  There  was  recorded  the  great  wealth  of  the 
nobles,  but  most  of  this  appeared  to  have  been  held  in 
the  form  of  gold  and  silver  plate. 

For  the  second  part  of  his  address  the  President  took  a 
quotation  from  Keats  about  the  beauty  of  a  coin,  and 
stated  that  he  had  approached  former  Presidents  of  the 
Society  to  discover  which  in  their  opinions  was  the  most 
beautiful  coin.  Their  answers  ranged  from  the  coins  of 
Syracuse  of  400  B.c.,  the  early  gold  and  silver  coins  of 
Greece,  the  Gothic  Crown,  the  Rose  Noble  of  Elizabeth 
I,  to  the  1266  gold  Ducat  of  Naples.
